Public hearing is held

Granite City Park District officials say 
a proposed 1994-95 property tax increase 
of 13.65 percent over 1993-94 is not as bad 
as it appears. 

But four residents who showed up for a 
public hearing Wednesday reminded the 
three park commissioners in attendance 
that it is nonetheless a tax increase. 

“When is it going to stop? You’re going 
to have to quit coming to the money tree 
because it just isn’t there any more,” res- 
ident Ralph Elliott said. 

The Park District held a public hearing 
Wednesday on a proposed $738,563 proper- 
ty tax levy. The proposed levy represents 
a $88,718 increase over last year. But last 
year’s levy was reduced to deplete an 
accumulated surplus in the district’s Illi- 
nois Municipal Retirement Fund, Social 
Security fund and insurance fund. 

“Because we lowered the levy for 
IMRF and insurance last year to deplete 
a surplus that had accumulated, and 
because of rising insurance costs — which 
for the most part is beyond our control — 
the reduction in taxes last year artificial- 
ly inflates the percent fnerease with 


respect to previous years,” Park Com- 
missioner Ron Parente said. 

The Park District lowered its levies for 

IMRF and insurance funds by $32,517 in 
fiscal year 1993-94. The reduction resulted 
in a 26.3 percent decrease in the taxes 
levied for those funds and a decrease of 
4:2 percent overall. 
. “To put it in perspective, the percent 
inerease over the past two years is 8.86 
percent — or an average of 4.43 percent 
per year,” Parente said. 

The proposed levy includes $355,000 for 
general corporate purposes (an increase 
of $16,307 over last year’s extension); 
$177,500 for recreation (an $8,152 
inerease); $11,542 for IMRF (a $9,510 
increase); $46,995 for social security ($197 
less than last year’s extension); $143,526 
for insurance (an increase of $54,336 over 
the extension last year); and $4,000 for an 
audit (a $613 increase). 

Insurance costs for fiscal year ‘1994-95 
have increased by $22,098 — including a 
$16,940 increase in workers compensation 
insurance. 

Elliott told the park board that the dis-

Without the Granite City -vote last 
Tuesday, Steve Davis would not be 
going to Springfield. 

Davis, who had accumulated a war 
chest well into six figures, narrowly 
defeated Republican Ted Prehn, who 
was all but forgotten by his party and 
ran his campaign on a shoestring, in 
the 111th Representative District. Davis 
won by a narrow 217-vote margin, 

Without the Granite City vote, Davis 
would have lost to Prehn by 672 votes, 
according to the official election 
results.

‘Clot buster’ cuts treatment 
time for heart attacks patients 


Tissue plasminogen activator 
(t-PA), the ‘clot buster,”” is 
more than just a study drug at 
St. Elizabeth Medical Center. 
Through its use, the emergency 
room staff has reduced the 
treatment time for myocardial 
infarction (heart attack) patients 
‘from 120 minutes.to 39 
jminutes — thus beating the 
national treatment time. 
‘Kathleen Gauen, nursing 
director of the Koch Family 
Health Center and director of 
the emergency room, is the 
registry coordinator expert for 
the National Registry of 
Myocardial Infarctions study, 
which identifies practice 
patterns and treatment times at 
medical facilities nationwide. 

“This registry, an 
observational study of more than 
300,000 patients, is responsible 
for improvement in treatment 
time for patient care in the 
ER,” Gauen said: 

“The study looks at things like 
mortality, morbidity, length of 
stay, types of myocardial 
infarctions, age and gender 
differences, but does not limit 
itself to just t-PA. : 

“The registry also study 

other clot-dissolving agen 
besides t-PA, but we use it 
almost exclusively,” she said. 

“We used study results at St. 

i ’s by forming a task 
force to look at the reports _ 
qua Gauen said. “Itis” — 

Hy ‘task force’s job to.look at — 
_ the reports, decide ways to 
- make improvements and_ suiee 
implement those changes. We 


have seen a dramatic reduction 
in treatment time. 

“The American College of 
Cardiologists says most patients 
have been treated between 55 
and 70 minutes. We treat them 
in 39 minutes, average, but have 
treated in as little as 16 
minutes.” . 

‘Treatment is most beneficial 
when given within one hour from 
the onset of. symptoms, but has 
been shown to be of benefit up to 
12 hours later. 

The SEMC task force includes 
nurses from critical care, 
emergency care, physicians, 
pharmacists, cardiologists and 

inel from medical records. 

A myocardial infarction is 
caused by an inadequate supply 
of oxygenated and 
nutrient-enriched. blood to the 
heart, resulting in death of part 
of the heart. 

The heart uses oxygen at a 
greater rate than any other - 
organ of the. body. Most organs 
extract about 70 percent of the 
oxygen supplied by arterial 
blood flow; the heart uses about 
98 percent. 

‘Any obstruction of blood flow 
to the heart can quickly. result in 
myocardial tissue death and 

disruption of the electrical and 
mechanical functions of the 
heart muscle: S

- Americans suffer heart attacks; 


~ about one-third 


are fatal. 

Thrombolytic, or ‘ 
clot-dissolving, agents are used 
on an emergency basis to treat 
heart attacks at SEMC 24 hours 
a day. The t-PA dissolves clots 
already formed and is most 
beneficial if given in early 
stages of the heart attack. 

Because it dissolves clots, 
there is a small risk that 
thrombolytic therapy can cause 
bleeding, including intracranial 
pleeding. Certain patients should 
not receive this type of therapy. 
These include those at high risk 
of hemorrhage; history of stroke, 
severe and uncontrolled 
hypertension or active bleeding 
or who have had recent surgery 
or major injury.

Steel management blasted

A group of salaried workers is 
blasting current National Steel 
Corp. management for what 
members of the group consider a 
“complete lack of fair play.”’ 

“There has never been a 
dynamic leader in the steel 
industry. No Lee Iacoccas or 
Ross Perots. We believe as long 
as the steel industry treats (its) 
people the way we have been 
treated for so long, there will 
never be one — present 
company included,” the group 
said in a statement issued last 
week. 

An ‘‘open letter to the new 
management team of National 
Steel Corporation’’ began to 
appear late last week on walls at 
company headquarters in 
Mishawaka, Ind., sources said. 

The letter, signed simply ‘‘a 
group of National Steel salaried 
workers,” accuses the 
company’s management team of 
being unfair to salaried, 
non-union employees. 

‘The Press-Record Journal 
obtained a copy of the two-page 
letter Thursday. Because Friday 
was a holiday, no response from 
management could be obtained. 

National Steel Corp. is the. 

arent company of Granite City 

teel 

“With each switch of top 
management comes the 
inevitable changes and the first 
group of people to take 
concessions are always the 
non-represented salary persons,” 
the letter states. 


‘We are the same people that 
have the most interest in making 
our company survive and we are 
always the ones who are 
targeted for unfair (and 
probably unlawful) practices,” 
the letter states. - 


In a surprise move earlier this 
year, V. John Goodwin, a former 
manager at U.S. Steel, was 
named president and chief 
operating officer at National 
Steel Corp. 


On Oct. 25, Goodwin issued a 


letter to all salaried 
non-represented employees 
informing them that the 
company is assessing the 
efficiency of its non-union 
workforce and modifying its 
relationship with those 
employees. 

‘According to the Goodwin 
letter, the company’s 
Employment Security Policy 
applicable to non-union P 
employees has expired and those 
workers are now considered 
“at-will” — which means the 
company may terminate the 
employment relationship at any 
time and for any reason. The ~ 
letter also states that the 
company is putting together a 
severance package that will not 
include a pension window or any 
other form of enhanced early 
retirement benefit as it has in 
the past. 

The recent letter from the 
salaried workers’ group is 
apparently a Fospeee to the 
Goodwin letter of Oct. 25. 

“We thought when Mr. 
Goodwin was announced as the 
COO that finally, after many 
years of floundering under a 
leadership that did not’know the 
workings of the plant and who 
never made an ounce of steel, 
we would finally have some 
direction and 
guidance.... Supposedly a man 
who knew the steel industry, one 
who could be trusted to position 
us-for the long term, and the 
first thing he and his cronies 
decide to do is'to go after the 
non-represented salary worker,” 
the letter states. 


«We never declared ourselves 
‘at-will’ when the company 
began having problems a few 
years ago. We stayed on, worked 
hard and sacrificed for the 
company. 

“We never declared ourselves 
‘at-will’ when the company 
decided to reduce our benefit 
package over the years, to take 
away 10 percent of our salary, to 
reduce the front line positions 
but enhance the upper-level 
management,” the letter states. 


The letter beknowiedges that | 
changes are necessary within 

the company. But it also 
questions the method being used 
to bring about changes. i 

“Our course of action has 
always been |that of ‘whatever is 
yest for the company’. As of the 
letter dated Oct, 25, 1994, those 
days have passed. Should the 
upper manaj ement team. think 
that because| we have always 
‘been easy targets that we are 
going to stand for this unfair 
treatment again, they are 
wrong,” the letter states. 

“We will fight this in the 
courts we’re|sure, but we are no » 
longer going|to be the silent 
majority,” the group declared. 

“We can hi ly be 
enthusiastic over a group of 
people who are preaching 
teamwork on one hand and : 
threatening workers’ livelihoods 
on the other.|.. Why is it that i 
National Steel cannot allow us 
retirement packages that would, 
soften the blow somewhat? 
Instead of threatening letters, 
why can't we be treated in a fair 
and equitable manner?” the — | 
letter asks.

Musicians 
enlist in the Marine Corps under 
a four-year contract for duty 
with the U. S. Marine Band only 
and are immediately appointed 
to the rank of staff sergeant 
(5-6). They report to Washing- 
ton, D.C.,. to begin their duties.

sary military subjects,

ST. CHARLES, RANKED first 
among teams in the Chicago 
area, appeared on a path toward 
its first-ever state title after get- 
ting second-half goals from Bob 
Akers and Mike Hickey. The 
Fighting Saints had won 16 
straight games and were picked 
by the icago Tribune to win 
the tournament. 

A two-goal lead with less than 
20-minutes to-play is usually-a 
bad sign for a team facing elimi- 
nation. Hickey’s goal with 19:20 
to a play. seemed to be the final 
nail in the coffin for the War- 
riors. 

But the momentum changed 
juickly when senior striker 
Shawn Petroski_ shook off two 
defenders and fired a 25-yard 
shot past St. Charles goalie 
Anders Uhrskov to cut the lead 
in half.

Warriors reflect on dream season

It was a season full of accomplishments 
that featured a second-place finish in the 
Illinois state tournament, a 
record-breaking goal by Shawn Petroski 
and coach Gene Baker’s 500th career 
victory. 

The Warrior soccer team cleared 
almost every hurdle this fall in its run to 
the state tournament and came within 20 
seconds of winning an 11th Illinois state 
championship before closing the year 
2344. 


A title seemed to be the perfect ending 
for the Warriors this season, given their 
march through the postseason and a 
dramatic victory over St. Charles in the 
state quarterfinals. But Granite City’s 
second-place finish was just one of 
several firsts that seemed to follow the 
team all season. 


WHEN THE WARRIORS defeated 
archrival Collinsville for the sectional 
championship Oct. 29, it marked the first 
postseason victory over the Kahoks since 
1990. The win also carried the Warriors to 
their first state tournament appearance 
since 1990. 


When Granite City lost to Palatine in 
the state championship game Nov. 5, it 
marked thé Warriors’ first loss to an 
Illinois team all season, And when 
Petroski netted his 40th goal of the season 
against St. Charles, breaking Greg Feigl’s 
17-year-old record, it marked the first 
time a Granite City player had reached 
the 40-goal barrier in one season 


Baker, who came just short of winning 
his 10th state title with Granite City, 
earned his 500th career win when the 
Warriors defeated Triad for a regional 
title on Oct. 25. It was just one of several 
milestones the Warriors reached in their 
22nd season under Baker. 

“It was a wonderful year,’’ Baker said. 
“It’s fun to work with kids when they 


work hard. 

“T thought they were a dynamic team 
by the end of the year. They had a lot of 
charisma and you could feel the 

,electricity out there when they were 
playing. They had their roles figured out 
and 1 was real happy.”” 


The Warriors were a senior-dominated 
team led by the ‘‘Fab Five,” a set of 
players who first emerged as sophomores 
and spent three years playing on the , 
varsity level: Petroski, Matt Little, John 
Nizinski, Paulie Bucherich and Corey 
Kessler. 


THE FIVE PLAYERS represented a 
talented, experienced nucleus. Petroski 
was the team’s offensive leader, but 
Kessler directed the defense at sweeper 
and a deep group of seniors rounded out 
a strong, versatile lineup. 

“Each team has a different chemistry,” 
Baker said. ‘‘Some of the different ij 
alumni told me they had it. They showed 
the heart and they had the skill.” 


The Warriors had plenty of skill to go 
around. Petroski scored.in bunches, 
posting four hat tricks and a total of 43 
goals to finish as the leading scorer in the 
St. Louis area. The 6-2, 200-pound striker 
earned All-State honors and proved 
unstoppable in several games. 

Baker considers Petroski, a Division T 
prospect and perhaps the metropolitan. 
area’s finest player, the most talented 
striker in GCHS history. 


“‘He’s the best ever as a target player,” 
Baker said. ‘‘He’s been the best at what 
he does. He had some great-looking goals 
this year.” 


PETROSKI-LED THE way to victories 
over Vianney, St. Louis U. High and St. 
Charles. But the offensive leaders also 
included Little, who had 11 goals and 15 
assists: Bucherich, who: recuperated from 
offseason knee surgery and had six goals 
and two assists; junior Justin McMillian,

PALATINE — The Granite 
City soccer team will remember 
1994 as the year it had its 11th 
state title all but won. The War- 
riors survived a driving rain- 
storm and a field coated with 
mud and had the Palatine 
Pirates down 1-0 and, on the 
ropes for nearly 80 minutes in 
the Illinois state championship 

ame Nov. 5 at Fremd High 
school. 

But on a night more suited for 
indoor soccer, the Warriors 
came just short. A. goal with 20 
seconds left in regulatign tied 
the score, forced overtime and 
swung the momentum Palatine’s 
way. 

The Pirates got a quick goal in 
overtime to defeat the Warriors 
and complete one of the most 
stunning comebacks in state 
tournament history. Palatine’s 
2-1 victory at Fremd was the 
first by an Illinois team against 
Granite City all season 

The Warriors, the winningest 
program in state tournament 
history, saw the title quickly 
wrested from their gras, 
ite City was gunning for its 
championship since 1990. 

It was Granite City's first loss 
in 11 state title games and the 
first state soccer title won by 
Palatine. The Warriors ended 
the season 23-4, and the Pirates 
ended the year 25-2-2. 

But playing for the state title 
was more than just about win- 
ning and losing. For 20 Warriors, 
it marked a career milestone 
and the culmination of a season 
that kicked off at midnight on 
Monday, Aug. 15. 

One of the Warrior:

Petroski’s winning PK com- 
pleted a dramatic comeback by 
the Warriors, who were deter- 
mined to avoid elimination. 

“We felt confident going into 
the PKs,”’ senior sweeper Corey 
Kessler said. ‘“‘When it was 2-0, 
we had nothing to lose. We kept 
the pressure on them and we 


thought they were going to 
break.”’ e 


“The kids played their hearts 
out in that game,” Baker said. 
“Tt was a great effort.” : 

The game was played at a 
high level between two teams 
many considered to be the 
state’s .best. St. Charles was 
ranked as the Chicago area’s top 
team, and Granite City was the 
strongest team from southern 
Illinois. oe 

Most fans figured the’ winner 
would go on to win the state 
title. So did the Warriors. 

But after defeating Chicago 
Kelly 1-0 in the semifinals wat 
Barrington High School, the 
Warriors returned to Fremd on 
Saturday night for the title game 
against Palatine and found much 
different conditions than what 
they had seen the previous day. 

A steady drizzle had fallen 
throughout the two-day tourna- 
ment, but a full-fledged rain- 
storm struck at Fremd just 
before. game time. The sudden 
change in weather turned the 
field into a pond and made for a 
long night. 


Both teams struggled through , 


the messy conditions in ‘the 


hopes of generating offense. The ~* 


field was full of water and mud. 

“It wasn’t really mud,” Little 
said. “It was three inches of 
water, then mud. It was horri- 


ble: That wasn’t really a soccer 
game.”” 

“Off the ball, you couldn't do 
anything,” Petroski said. ‘You 
couldn’t make a run because the 
ball would get stuck. It was 
totally saturated.” 

Petroski managed to score on 
a pass from Jeff Hayes 20 min- 
utes into the game, and the lead 
stood for the rest of the half 
despite scoring chances for both 
teams. 

The Warriors spent most of 
the second half looking for a sec- 
ond goal and limiting Palatine’s 
chances on offense. Bristol made 
several key sayes against Pala- 
tine striker Mike Huber in the 
closing minutes to preserve the 
lead. 

But with just 20 seconds left, 
Huber scored on a pass from 
Ricky Ternes. The Pirates’ 
breakthrough carried over into 
overtime, where John Wolowiec 
scored the game-winner off a 
corner kick from Ternes just 
1:28 into the extra period. 

The Warriors left the field 
with the same empty feeling that 
St. Charles had experienced the 
day before. But Granite City’s 
undoing came with 20 seconds 
left and was a much bigger sur- 
prise 

“You don’t get much more 
closer than that,” Petroski said

Granite City defeated. Collins- 
ville, 3-2, in its next game, and 
carried a five-game winning 
streak into a Tournament of 
Champions showdown’ against 
Aquinas Mercy.

Granite City would win its 
next nine games before falling to 
Palatine in the state title match.

To 
keep its season alive, Granite 
City rallied from a 2-0 deficit in 
the final 20 minutes of regulation 
to force overtime and outlast the 
Saints in a PK shootout. 

The Warriors shut out Chicago 
Kelly in the state semifinals and 
appeared destined to win state 
when Petroski netted a first-half 
goal against Palatine in the 
championship game. But the 
Pirates held the Warriors score- 
less the rest of the way and got 
the tying goal with 20 seconds 
left in regulation before prevail- 
ing in overtime. 

It was the first loss in 11 state 
title matches for the Warriors, 
who placed second for the first 
time in school history. But a 
remarkable run to state, and a 
thrilling victory over St. Charles 
in the quarterfinals, made it all 
worthwhile. 

“We had a great year,’’ Baker 
said. “‘We really acquired a lot 
of cohesion as a result of hard 
work. 1 thought they showed 
more and more discipline 
through the year. 

“They were a quality group of 
young men; I’m really proud of 
them.”*
